ys down the limits within which he is to act, 
For such an offence, he fs told, you can sentence 
the offenter to not more than ten years, or not 
less than three, That fs to say,’ the collective 
opinion .of the community, as expressed 
fn Parliament, regards the various grades 
of that. offence as worthy of punishment 
tavging between three and ten ycars. If there 
were no grades recognised, there would be no
